[Text] Pyongyang September 14 (KCNA)--The South Korean fascist clique 
steged a trial at the puppet supreme court on September 12 and passed 
three years in prison and “suspension of civil rights” upon Pastor Cho

The fascist clique arrested him on charges of “violation of emergency 
decree No, 9%" because he signed the "Charter of Democracy and National 
Salvation™ in 1977 and finally confirmed the sentence that day after re- 
peated trials. 


Earlier, the puppets arrested Choe Sun-yong, Yi Son-chu and one other 
woman worker on charges of involvement in the struggle of female workers 
on charges of involvement in the struggle of female workers of the Y. H. 
Trading Company for existence and pastors in Myong-chin, Mun Tor ;-hwan and 
So Kyong-sok, former university professors Yi Mun-yong and poet Ko Un on 
the groundless pretext that they “manipulated the struggle behind the 
scene” and prosecuted all of them on September 11 by invoking the “lew on 
special measures for national defence" and other evil laws.

SPECIAL TEAM TO PROBE ‘IMPURE ELEMENTS’ IN FIRMS, RELIGIOUS GROUPS 
Seoul THE KOREA TIMES in English 21 Aug 79 p 8 


[Text] The special probe team investigating the influence of religious 

and other groups on labor disputes at industrial firms has been in ope- 
ration since last Friday and had discussions with employers and employees at 
seven industrial firms and the Federation of Korean Trade Unions. 


Headed by prosecutor Park Chun-yang from the Prosecutor General's Office, 
the tour-man team consists of Yu Hungsu, chief of the third bureau of the 
National Police Headquarters; Han Jin-hi, chief of the labor affairs 
bureau, the Office of Labor Affairs; and Han Ki-bok, chief of the reli- 
gious affairs bureau, the Ministry of Culture and Information. 


The Kuro Industrial Complex in Yongdungpo and the Federation of Korean 
Trade Unions were first visited by the team last Friday followed by Dongil 
Textile Co, Bando Sangsa, and Nam Yeung industrial Co Saturday. 


On Sunday, the team visited Pang Rim Spinning “o, Jinro Limited, and Hai 
Tai Confectionery Co. 


Prosecutor Park said that the team's investigation was ained at finding 
out if any kind of impure elements, namely the controversial urban indus- 
trial missions (UIM), had interfered in labor disputes and to what extent 
their activities hampered the industrial development of the nation. 


The team interviewed labor affairs officials and members of the urban 
industrial missions on what activities the missions had been engaged in 
with workers, Park said. 


Park said that the team, formed under a presidential instruction, also 
examined overall labor conditions at industrial firms with prominent 
activities of the UIM to see if the firme had any faults in treating the 
employees in terms of wage, working hours and other labor conditions. 


Park said that at the instruction of Justice Minister Kim Chi-yol, all 
the prosecutors’ offices across the country would conduct investigations 
at industrial firws as well as rural communities from now on to determine 
whether impure elements had infiltrated into them and instigated laborers 
and farmers to raise labor disputes.

[Text] Seoul, 7? Sep (HAPTONG)--Commerce-Industry Minister Choe Kak-kyu 
said today that South Korea sustained a deficit of 3,937 million dollars 
in its visible trade during the first 8 months of this year. 


Minister Choe made the remarks at a monthly trade promotion conference 
which was presided over by President Pak Chong-hui at the presidential 
guest house. 


South Korea's merchandise exports reached 1,331 million dollars last 
month, thus bringing the aggregate since the beginning of this year 
to 9,393 million dollars, according to the minister. 


The January-August export total showed a rise of 20 percent over the 
figure reported during the like period a year earlier, but it reflected 
a slight setback from the 9,500 million dollars originally planned for 
the &month period, Minister Choe expiained. 


During the 8-month period, exports of heavy and chemical industrial 
,-roducts excluding ships amounted to 3,280 million dollars, up 43 per- 
cent from the sum recorded during the same period a year before, he 
eaid. 


Export sales of ships and floating steel structures during the cited 
period came to 221 million dollars, off 64 percent from the figure 
registered during the comparable period of 1978, he said. 


export shipments of Light industrial products during the cited period 
totaled 4,918 million dollars, up 20 percent from the export value 
reported during the corresponding period of last year, he said. 


The backlog of orders for shipbuilding now stands at 305 million dollars, 
and the Korean shipbuilding industry is expected to win awards or initial 
contracts worth 381 million dollars within this year for the export of 
shi:s, Minister Choe said. 

















Minister Choe further revealed that South Korea's merchandise imports 
amounted to 1,960 million dollars last sgonth. 


This has brought the aggregate since the beginning of this [year] to 
13,20 miilion dollars, which represented an expansion of 47 percent 
over the sum recorded during the corresponding period a year «go, he 
added.

WITHERED RICE PLANTS--Rice plants in paddies in inland areas and southern 
provinces have been found to be withered en masse due apparently to the 
strong winds Typhoon Irving brought to these areas last week. Chungchong- 
pukto province is expected to suffer the most severe crop failure in the 
nation as some 50 percent of rice plants in its paddies seem to be withered 
away. In Yongdong-gun, ears of rice plants in 1,026 hectares of paddies 
have withered white and farmers in some 550 hectares of paddies of 
Hwauggum, Maegok and Sangchon-myons fear that crops from these paddies 

will be reduced by 50 percent below average this year. In Kyongsang-namdo 
province, Miyang 23 and other newly develope. rice plants growing in some 
33,000 hectares of paddies are drying up. Though the native rice plants 
are harmed by the blight phenomenon, the improved strains are more severely 
hic by the withering tendency. An agricultural official of the Kyongsang- 
namJlo provincial government said that if rice plants in some 30,000 hec- 
cares of paddies withered white, the financial damage from the crop failure 
would exceed 34.5 billion won. In Cholla-namdo province, 4,591 hectares 

of the total 206,000 hectares of rice paddies have been reported to suffer 
drying up. In Kangjin-gun, where drying up was most serious, 841 ‘ectares 
/f paddies have been completely ruined, in Yochongun 800 hectare., and

FAKMERS SURVEYED--Most farmers desire the abolition of the farmland pos- 
sessable ceiling or upward coordination, and agree with the proposal re- 
garding the letting and hiring of land. According to a survey conducted 
by the Korea Rural Economics Institute based on a sampling of 1,050 
farming households across the nation on the occasion of the impending 
introduction of a bill concerning land reform before the upcoming plenary 
session of the National Assembly, 64.9 percent of those surveyed want 
an elevation of the ceiling. As compared with 30.2 percent who thought 
the current 3-hectare ceiling was appropriate, and 4.9 percent who insisted 
a reduction of the ceiling to 2 hectares, 35.1 percent desired an increase 
of the ceiling to 5 hectares, 6.1 percent to 8 hectares, 8.5 percent to 
10 hectares, and 30.1 percent hoped the government would abolish the 
ceiling, according to the survey. In the meantime, as regards the letting 
and hiring of farmland, 80.4 percent agreed, while no more than 19.6 per- 
cent opposed. The KREI said that inquiries were mailed to 4,000-farming 
households, of which 1,050 replied. The KREI has 10,900 field correspon- 
dents across the nation who are ready to reply to such inquiries. [Text]

ROK RESIDENTS IN JAPAN PROTEST AUGUST POLICE RAID IN SEOUL

[Text] Tokyo, 2 Sep (KYODO)--Scuth Korean residents in Japan held a 
rally at the Ro-on Kaikan Hall here Sunday protesting against a bloody 
police raid in Seoul last month on a sit-in conducted by jobless young 
working girls at the headquarters of South Korea's opposition New 
Democratic Party. 


Korean police crushed the sit-in by the dismissed female workers of the 
Seoul-based YH trading firm, which went bankrupt last April. One of 
the demonstrcvtors committed suicide. 





The rally attended by some 200 people was held by eight organizations 
of South Korean residents in Japan, including the Japan headquarters 

of the Korean Congress for Democracy and Unification (Kanminto), all 

opposing the Pak Chong-hui regime. 


Kim Sung-ho, chairman of the Tokyo branch of the Korean Residents Union 
in Japan (Mindan), addressed the rally, mourning the death of the work- 
ing girl, (?21)-year-old Kim Kyong-suk. The participants prayed for the 
repose of her soul. 


Pae Tong-ho, an adviser to Kanminto, explained the current situation 
surrounding labor and farmer movements as well as democracy-seeking 
campaigns in South Korea. 


He stressed that the August 11 incident epitomized the hardships of the 
labor movement in South Korea. He also claimed that the girl was killed 
by riot police contrary to the official announcement. 


The participants adopted a resolution in support of democratization 
movement in South Korea and later distributed literature in the 
Sukiyabashi area appealing their cause to the Japanese people.

JAPANESE LOANS TO ROK--Seoul, 20 Aug (OP-KYODO)--Japan is expected to 
discontinue extending public loans to Korea by 1983 at the latest. 
Finance Ministry sources revealed Monday that the Korean Government has 
received notice from Tokyo that the Japanese Government would gradually 
decrease the amount of its public loans to Korea beginning next year, 
and completely terminate the loans by 1983. Japanese public loans are 
intended for developing countries with an annual per capita GNP not 
exceeding $1,000, according to the sources. Korea's per capita GNP last 
year was $1,242. The three-year moratorium was set in view of special 
economic relations between Korea and Japan, the sources said, quoting 
the Japanese notification. Korea has borrowed an average of over $100 
million per year from Japan in public loans redeemable over 10 years, 
after five years of grace, at an annual interest rate of 5.75 per cent.

"MINJU CHOSON' PRAISES LAW-ABIDING SPIRIT AMONG FARMERS, FISHERMEN

[Text] The functionaries and workers of Hongwon County are strictly abiding 
by the state laws and regulations with a heightened sense of law observance. 


This is related to the fact that the Hongwon County People's Committee, up- 
holding the great leader Comrade Kim Il-song’s instructions, have enhanced 
the role of the law-abiding life guidance committee and strengthened the 
indoctrination of Hongwon County functionaries and workers.

It was in early last April, with the second anniversary of the great leader

The 
Hongwon County people's committee ordered the members of the law-abiding life 
guidance committee and the functionaries of people's committee to study the 
Land Law further for the thorough comprehension of the contents and legal 
requirements of the Land Law. After that, it sent them among the workers 

and residents to launch an enlightening campaign. 


A functionary of the county people's committee dispatched to the Yongdok 
cooperative farm explained the contents of the Land Law to the farmers and 
told them in simple terms about the achievements and shortcomings in the 
administration of the Land Law in relation to the specific situation at the 
farm. 
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The functionary, not content with this, sat with the farmers to discuss how 
to better meet the requirements of the Land Law. 


In the process, some farmers pointed out their shortcomings in not having 
protected and maintained the farm lands as the Land Law required and came 
up with effective measures. 


After finding the measures, the functionary proceeded to the farm together 
with farm management functionaries and members of the cooperative farm for 
an on-the-spot instruction. In the process they found that farmlands could 
be preserved and more lands could be reclaimed by straightening the winding 
waterways and rearranging the wet and dry fields. 


Thus, this farm could reclaim more land before the sowing season. 


Instead of checking the land register at the cooperative farm office, a 
functionary dispatched to another cooperative farm visited and surveyed 
every valley near the farm with management functionaries, looking for unused 
land. 


Since the members of each cooperative farm were indoctrinated in the law 
observance by the assigned functionary, the farmers came to possess a strong 
sense of law observance, thus achieving good results in the administration 
of the Land Law. 


The county obtained several tens of chongbo [one chongbo is equivalent to 
2.45 acres] of new arable land this year and seeds were sown on the land. 

The Namsan-up cooperative farm finished irrigation construction work along 
the Sodae-ch'on and built banks along the waterway with the help of func- 
tionaries and workers of state agencies and industries within the county, so 
that the farming in the area would be unaffected by heavy rains. The county 
people's committee developed a campaign to instill in the functionaries 

and workers a strong sense of respect for all the state laws and regulations, 
and not just the Land Law. 


The following is a good example of a campaign to indoctrinate the people in 
the law-abiding spirit during the month of marine resources preservation. 


A functionary from the county people's committee who was dispatched to the 
Unp'o Cooperative Farm fisheries team explained in detail about the meaning 
and importance of marine resources preservation to the fishermen and discussed 
the measures to preserve marine resources. 


After the official's explanation, the fishermen presented several good measures. 
They reassured him that they would use the prescribed fishing implements and 
methods in the offshore fishing grounds, and that they would take initiative 


in the project to preserve marine resources especially during the spawning 
season.

The officials of Hongwon County People’s Committee fully supported the fisher- 
men’s suggestions and decided to help the fishermen and established measures 
to create favorable conditions in the assigned protective area. 


They also organized the fisheries team better and established a study class 
for the fishermen, so that they would carry out instructions. In this way, 
the offshore fishing grounds surrounding Kyongp‘o Bay are thickly covered 
with seaweeds to give inhabitable conditions to fish, and are changing into 
a good sea, abundant with various marine resources. 


The Hongwon County People's Committee is guiding the functionaries and workers 
of the county to abide strictly by the state laws and regulations by intensi- 
fying the indoctrination of them with law-abiding spirit in this way.

Noting that as the construction of dwelling houses is being rapidly accel- 
erated in Nampo City it is very important to solve the problems of the 
supply of piped water and heating, the great leader Comrade Kim I1-song 
unfolded ways to solve then.

[Text] Pyongyang September 13 (KCNA)--The Korean countryside is over- 
flowing with joy at a rich crop previously unknown with autumn harvesting 
just around the corner. 


Many cooperative farms across the country foresee a rise of more than one 
ton above last year in the per hectare harvest of rice. 


No less gratifying is the expected yield of maize, a staple crop coming 
next [to] rice in our country. 


In Korea grain harvest is sharply boosted every year through a scientific 
farming as required by the chuche-hased farming method.

The second combined processing shop equipped with modern large-size machine 
tools and other major units completed recently will produce various kinds 
of modern ordered equipment including large-size mining machines and equip- 
ment for metal, chemical and cement factories. 


A number of giant machine plants including the Kumsong tractor plant, the 
Yongsong machine plant, the Huichon machine tool plant and the Taean elec- 
trical machine plant have been built in Korea under the banner of the 
republic, 


Korea's engineering industry now produces such large-size machines and 
eauipment as 5,000 metre test drill, 300 h.p. bulldozer, 10 cubic metre 
excavator, 50,000 kva generator, 200,000 kva transformer, 6,000 ton press, 
20 metre lathe, 18 metre turning lathe, electric locomotive, 20,000 ton 
cargo ship and heavy-duty truck.

BACKGROUND, NEW POSTS OF CH'OE CHAE'U, KANG SONG-SAN DISCUSSED 
Seoul VANTAGE POINT in English Vol II, No 7, Jul 79 pp 18-20 


[Text] A shuffle of two north Korean cabinet posts was revealed recently. 
An economic expert, Ch'oe Chae-u was restored to deputy premiership and 
Deputy Premier Kang Song-san concurrently took the office of railways 
minister. 


The news on Ch'oe came in Pyongyang's reports on President Kim Il-song's 
guidance tour of South Hamgyong Province on June 6. Ch'oe's appointment 
brought the number of deputy premiers to eight. The other seven are Kye 
Ung-tae, Ho Tam, Chong Chun-ku, Kang Song-san, Kong Chin-tae, Kim Tu-yong, 
and Kang Hui-won. 


Kang's new position was revealed when Pyongyang broadcasts on June 13 
covered his report at the opening of the 18th plenary session of the fifth- 
term Workers’ Party Central Committee. He replaced Pak Yong-sok. The 
replacement of Pak, a technocrat, with Ch'oe, a bureaucrat, indicates 
Pyongyang's stress on labor administration and supervision in the field 

of railway transportation. 


Born in 1913 in North Hamgyong Province, Deputy Premier Ch'oe Chae-u 
tarted his economic career as a manager at Chongjin Steel Manufacturing 
Company in 1954. Three years later, he became vice chairman of the State 

tlanning Commission and concurrently vice minister of machine industry. 

He has held these positions until he was promoted to the minister of 
machine industry in 1958. He visited the Soviet Union and Communist China 
in 1958 and in 1959, respectively. For about a year from May, 1960 he 
taught physics, at Kim Il-song University as associate professor. 


Ch’'oe became deputy premier in charge of economic planning on March 25, 
19,1 at the start of the six-year (1971-1976) economic plan. In the early 
1970s he was member of the Central People's Committee and chairman of the 
State Planning Commission in the Administration Council. In June 1973, 

he visited the Soviet Union and China leading economic missions. His tours 
of Moscow and Peking and signing of protocols with the two Communist 
countries were to induce economic aid from them for the economic plan. 
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Upon returning from his visit to the two Communist giants, he won candi- 
date membership in the Political Committee of the Workers’ Party Central 
Committee. 


However, at the end of the six-year plan, his name was hardly to be seen 
in north Korea‘s news media along with two other economic luminaries: 

Yi Kun-mo and Yon Hyong-muk. His rank in the north Korean power ladder 
dropped from i5th in the early 1970s to 21st in October 1975, to 24th in 
September 1976 and further down to 27th in the first half of 1977. He 
was stripped of his deputy premiership in the December 15, 1977 reshuffle. 


Deputy Premier Kang Song-san, who concurrently took the office of rail- 
ways minister, has been little known to the outside world until he emerged 
as a “responsible” secretary at the Workers’ Party Committee of Chagang 
Province in August, 1969. Though he is believed to be in his late 50s, 
neither the date and place of his birth nor his career before 1969 is 
available. He was promoted to a “responsible” secretary at the Workers’ 
Party Committee of Pyongyang in November that year. 


Though his name was first seen in the official list of the Workers’ Party 
Central Committee members, announced at the end of the fifth Party Congress 
held in November, 1970, it is not certain whether he won membership in the 
committee during the congress or earlier. He was not on the list of the 
committee members announced at the end of the fourth Party Congress held 

in September, 1961. His rank among the 117 full members of the Party Cen- 
tral Committee in the 1970 list was 66th. Noteworthy is the fact that he 
took the hard line in the Party when the power of Kim Yong-chu, President 
Kim's younger brother, was at its height. 


Kane was elected to the tifth-term Supreme People's Assembly in 1972. He 
won candidate membership in the Party Political Committee at the seventh 
plenary session of the fifth-term Party Central Committee held in Septem- 
ber, 1973, 


Kang served at the Commission of the Transportation and Communications in 
1975. The commission was reorganized into the ministries of railways, land 
and sea transportation, and communications later. He became deputy premier 
in the December 15, 1977 reshuffle made at the first session of the si) th- 
term Supreme People’s Assembly.
